Charles LaFavor, Neighbor, Answers Cal! for Help and Cap­ 
tures Braudt, After Being Shot 
at by Him 


James S. McPherson and Mrs. J. B. McPherson Killed With 
Wounds Near Heart, J. B. McPherson 
Wounded in Leg 


Believed crazed by moonshine whiskey and claiming his w ife’s 
people were influencing his wife to stay away from him, Ernest M. 


Brandt, age about 22, admitted to the sheriff and Charles LaFavor 
at Barrows that he shot and killed James S. McPherson, his w ife’s 
father, age about 50; shot and killed Mrs. J. B. McPherson, his 


wife’s grandmother, age about 70; shot through the right leg near 
the knee, his w ife’s grandfather, J. B. McPherson, age about 77. 
The triple tragedy, according to Charles LaFavor, occurred after 
2 o’clock Monday afternoon in the yard of the McPherson home in 


Barrows, the little mining town five miles south of Brainerd.

T h e A m e r ic a n valuation plan seems to have become “the 
spectacular storm center” of tariff discussions. 
“Now the ques­ 
tion is,” says the Literary Digest, “what is American valuation, 
what difference does it make what kind of valuation we have, and 
why are they talking so much about it in Congress?” 
The Digest 
has a two-column editorial on the subject, from which we will 
extract only the following short paragraph showing briefly how' 
each plan works: 
“Take, for instance,” says the Digest, “a cam era on which 
the duty in the Senate bill is 20 per cent. 
It costs $4 to buy in 
Germany, where wages are low, whereas an equally good camera 
made by highly paid workmen in an American factory would sell 
for $20. 
Under the present valuation plan the duty would be 20 
per cent of $4, or 80 cents; but under the now American valuation 
plan the duty would be 20 per cent of $20 or $4.” 
Of course, in the case of imported articles costing the im­ 
porter more than articles of the same kind produced in this coun­ 
try, the American valuation plan would reduce tariff duties. 
Dough Iv*1 speaking that is how the new valuation scheme would 
affect tariff rates. 
So much for the Digest’s explanation. 
But here is a com­ 
parison of our own. 
With the German mark (par value 2.”.8) 
worth only I cent or less, and with German goods produced at a 
very much lower cost than similar British goods, consider a tariff 
of 30 per cent based as now on the German and British valuations 
of export goods. 
If the British value of an export intended for 
our market, as expressed in our money, is $100, say, the 30 per 
cent duty under our present system adds $30 to it in this country. 
lf the German value is $50 the 30 per cent duty adds $15 to it or 
only one-half the duty in dollars which the British article must 
pay to get into this market. 
But if tile value of a similar American article were $110 in 
our own market and the 30 per cent duty were applied on that 
basis, according to the American valuation plan, both the British 
article and the German article would pay the same amount of 
American dollars as duty. The British article m ight pay $3 more 
duty than it now pays; but the German article would pay $18 
more duty than it now pays. 
The object of the new plan, in a nutshell, is to protect the 
American m anufacturer and the workingman from competition 
with cheap European labor.

Mr. Mackintosh explained that the 
buying power of the dollar has risen 
33% per cent since 1019, while wages 
have been reduced only 20 per cent. 
The laboring man, therefore, is 13% 
better off today than he was in 1919, 
lie declared. 
Failure to accept this 
situation, he said, which has resulted 
in the coal strike and allied strikes, 
has had deplorable effects on business 
of the country. 
Furtherm ore, Mr. Mackintosh said, 
the idea should he dispelled that prices 
are falling rapidly and that today Is a 
poor time to purchase. 
Prices will 
continue to fall, he said, but the de­ 
cline will extend over IO to 20 years 
and Will he so gradual as to make the 
advantage of waiting for lower prices 
negligible. 
"In 
the 
country’s 
history,” 
Mr. 
Mackintosh said, “there 
have 
been 
three peaks of high prices. 
One in 
1812, another in 1865 and the last in 
1919. 
In all three prices advanced 250 
per cent above normal and the pe­ 
riods of advance iii prices extended 
over 25 years. 
In the iirst two it took 
25 years to reach normal. 
We there­ 
fore have every reason to believe the 
present decline of prices will extend 
over IO years, and in the opinion of 
many it will extend over 25 years.” 
One hopeful phase, Mr. Mackintosh 
said, is the weeding out of inefficiency 
in business. 
In the war, lie said, with 
a constantly rising market, 
it 
was 
possible for inefficient men to succeed 
and many efficient men became slack 
in their efforts. 
Today, with business 
tightened, the inefficient men are fail­ 
ing at the rate of 2,000 to 3,000 a 
month, he said, and every businessman 
finds it necessary to put forth his best 
efforts.
